O N Auguff x8. 1698. being the Lord’s-Day , 
about Eight a Clock in the Morning, fome 
Perfons faw the Appearance of Three Suns; ’tis Paid, 
then the Apparition was mod full, or a little after* 
There is really but one true Sun, the Refie&ion of 
Its Beams caule fuch Images, as if they were Suns 1 
About half an Hour after Eight of the Clock, I my 
felt faw this • There was in the Ead, a dark , dusky, 
watry Cloud in the Form above defcribed ,* where thefe 
Lines are , and below it towards the middle, was the 
true Sun, fhining with fierce and piercing Beams , 
that Perfons could not look upon it; on each fide 
were the Reflections with the true Sun in the mid¬ 
dle , as you have it in Figure 1. EKewhere much 
of the Firmament was of an Azure, Light, Blew 
Colour. The Circles which I faw, was not of Rain« 
bow Colours, but white: There was alfo, higher 
in the Firmament, more over our Heads, and to¬ 
wards the South , at the fame time, at a confide- 
rabie diftance from the other , the form of a half 
Moon ; but I think it was more then twice the big* 
nefs of a half Moon , with the Horns turned up¬ 
ward, and within of a fiery red Colour, and more 
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like a Rain-bow Colour: Thefe all faded gradually 5 
Thtfy continued in all, I fuppofe, two Hours: There 
Were very many Spe&ators.
